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Detailed Action 

Examiner's amendment 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Carolyn S. Elmore on October 8, 2004. 

The Examiner initiated an Interview with the Applicant in order to insert allowable 
material from dependent claims 2 and 4, into the independent claim 1, in order that the 
application could be allowed. The independent claim 1 is amended as follows: 

In claim 1, line 2: after "UVA light", the following has been inserted: -, wherein the 
light emitting diode (LED) emits essentially only UVA light, and wherein the LED is 
incorporated into a flexible form-. 

Claims 2 and 4 are canceled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1, 3, and 5-22 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

With respect to the newly amended independent claim 1, prior art fails to disclose or 
make obvious a skin tanning chamber, the improvement comprising at least one light emitting 
diode emitting a UVA light, wherein the light emitting diode (LED) emits essentially only UVA 
light and wherein the LED is incorporated into a flexible form. 
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The dependent claims 3 and 5-22 are allowable by virtue of their dependence upon the 
independent claim 1 . 

Drawings 

4. New corrected formal drawings are required in this application because the submitted 
drawings are informal containing hand marked figures and notation. Applicant is advised to 
employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the U.S. Patent and 
Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected drawings are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. The requirement for corrected 
drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. P. Spivak (2004/0075065 Al), Harth et al. (2003/0216795 Al), Wojnarowski et al. 
(6,452,217 Bl), Srivastava et al. (6,621,211 Bl), and Dowling et al. (2002/0074559 Al) all 
disclose the generation of ultraviolet radiation with the use of a plurality of light emitting diodes, 
but fail to disclose that these light emitting diodes emit essentially only UVA light or are 
incorporated into a flexible form. R.A. Hartman (6,447,537 Bl) discloses a phototherapy 
apparatus using UV lamps but no array of LEDs.
